WASHINGTON, Sept. 18. 


anniversary, that of laying the corner- 
stone of the national capitol, was com- 
memorated this afternoon. One hun- 
dred years ago today George Washing- 
ton, as Worshipful Master of Lodge 22 
of Virginia, with Masonic rites, laid the 
corner-stone of the building, which, by 
slow stages for seventy-five years 
thereafter, grew into one of the most 
magnificent structures of the world. 

‘Washington on that occasion wore a 
sash and apron woven by Lafayette’s 
wife. The city then was a mere vil- 
lage, but, escorted by a small band of 
patriotic citizens and a troop of sol- 
diery, the Father of his Country pro- 
ceeded from the White House, along 
Pennsylvania avenue to the east 
front of the capitol, over the same 
route taken today by President Cleve- 
land and a great parade—official, civic 
and military. The procession, today, 
was led by Chief Marshal Ordway and 
staff, with a squadron of cavalry act- 
ing as escort to the President, followed 
by the orator of the day, William Wirt 
Henry, a descendant of Patrick Henry, 
governors of various States, Chairman 
Lawrence Gardner and invited guests 
in carriages. 

A tro@p of the District National 
Guard brought up the rear as a further 
escort. Then, in the parade proper, 
came a. division of civic societies and 
organizations; then a division composed 
of the Society of Cincinnati, Sons of 
the American Revolution, Aztec clubs, 
Veterans of the Mexican War, the Old 
Guard, Grand Army of the Republic, 
Sons of Veterans and National Rifles; 
then a division of United States regu- 
lars, District and visiting militia, and 
last, veteran firemen of the District 
and similar organizations. 

The streets were thronged with peo- 
ple, who cheered the President as he 
passed. Arriving at the capitol, the 
parade disbanded and the vast throng 
witnessed the ceremonies, including 
members of both houses of Congress, 
judges of the Supreme Court, members 
of the Cabinet and other high digni- 
taries, who occupied places on the 
stand. The exercises began with music 
by the Marine Band; then Bishop Paret 
of Maryland offered a prayer and a 
chorus of 1500 voices sang a Te Deum, 
after which Chairman Gardner deliv- 
ered a brief address, succinctly sketch- 
ing the remarkable growth and devel- 
opment of the United States during the 
past hundred years, closing by intro- 
ducing as chairman of ceremonies the 
‘worthy successor of Washington, the 
President of the United States, Grover 
Cleveland.’ The President was given 
a most enthusiastic greeting, and de- 
livered a characteristic and appropriate 
address. 

“While I accept with much satisfac- 
tion the part assigned me on this occa- 
sion,”’ said the President, ‘‘I cannot es- 
cape the sober reflection which these 
ceremonies suggest. Those who sup- 
pose we simply engage in a commemor- 
ation of the beginning of the magnifi- 
cent structure devoted to important 
uses, overlook the most useful, im- 
proving lesson of the hour. We do, in- 
deed, celebrate the haying of the cor- 
ner-stone from which has sprung the 
splendid edifice whose grand proportions 
arouse the pride of every American 
citizen, but our celebration is chiefly 
valuable and significant because this 
edifice was designed and planned by 
great and good men as the place where 
the principles of free representative 
government should be developed in 
patriotic legislation for the benefit of 
a free people. 

“If the representatives who have as- 
sembled to make laws for their fellow- 
countrymen forget their duty of broad, 
disinterested patriotism, and legislate 
in prejudice and passion in behalf of 
sectional and selfish ,interest, the time 
when the corner-stone of our capitol 
was laid and the circumstances sur- 
rounding it will not be worth commem- 
orating. The sentiments and tradi- 
tions connected with this structure and 
its uses belong to all the people of the 
land; they are most valuable reminders 
of patriotism in the discharge of public 
duty and of steadfastness in many 
struggles for the public good. 

“They also furnish a standard by 
which our people may measure the con- 
duct of those chosen to serve them. 
The inexorable application of this 
standard will always supply the proof 
that our countrymen realize the value 
of the free institutions designed and 
built by those who laid the corner- 
stone of their capitol, and that they ap- 
preciate the necessary constant, jealous 
watchfulness as a condition indispensa- 
ble to the preservation of these insti- 
tutions in purity and integrity. 

“T believe our, fellow-citizens have no 
better,. greater cause for rejoicing on 
this centennial than that those halls 
guard the sentiments and traditions 
that gather round this} ;qelebraition; 
that, in days to come, those who shall 
again celebrate the laying of the cor- 
ner-stone of their nation’s capitol will 
find in the recital of our performance 
of public duty no less reasom for én- 
thusiasm and congratulation than we 
nd in recalling thé: wisdom and vir- 

e of those who preceded -us.’™ 


The rugged, healthy glow in the Pres- 


ident’s cheekg/and the firm, strong, up- 
right pose ‘@f bearing did much to 
allay any anxiety on the part of those 
who had been troubled about the re- 
cent rumors concerning the President’s 
health, His voice was strong and pen- 
etrating and his gestures were vigor- 
ous. This Was especially the case when 
he turned full and fair on the assem- 
bled House and Senate and told them: 
“If the. lawmakers ever forget their 
duty of broad and disinterested patriot- 
ism and legislate in prejudice and pas- 
sion or in behalf of sectional and sel- 
fish interests, the time when the cor- 
ner-stone of our capitol was laid and 
the circumstances surrounding it will 
not be worth commemorating.” 

The added tone of defiance and warn- 
ing with whith Cleveland said this 
and the ringing applause that greeted 
it gave a peculiar significance to his 
words. 

At the conclusion of his remarks the 
President was cheered with redoubled 
vigor. Then the orator of the day, 


‘|.William Wirt Henry, delivered an ad- 


dress, in which he reviewed the growth 
of the country in territory, national 
strength and in influence on the gov- 
ernment of che nations of the world., 
He detailed the growth of the Capitol 
building beyond the foundations first 
laid, and the development of laws 
within its walls. 

The next speaker was Vice-President 
Stevenson, who spoke in behalf of the 
United States Senate, and was accorded 
a greeting as hearty as that given the 
President. He delivered a masterly 
and. eloquentaddress, in which he re- 
wed the évidences of our greatness. 
spoke of the mighty names of states- 
men who surrounded Washington when 
the corner-stone was laid one hundred 
years ago, and of those who succeeded 
them in guiding the nation on its glo- 
rious cestiny, predicted by the Father 
of the Nation. 

Speaker Crisp followed on behalf of 
the House. He spoke briefly on the 
same general theme—the nation’s great- 
ness and the promise of continued ex- 
istence. A chorus sang “‘The Heavens 
are Telling.’”” Then Justice Henry Bill- 
ings Brewer, of the Supreme Court, 
spoke in behalf of the judiciary, giving 
a history of the Supreme Court and 
touching on some of the famous names 
connected with the bar of the nation. 

The concluding address was by M. W. 
Parker of the commissioners of the 
District of Columbia. The assemblage 
was dismissed with a benediction 

Thousands of people thronged the 
Capitol grounds tonight to hear the 
ringing of chimes of bells on the new 
Library building, and to attend the 
open-air concert by the Marine Band, 
and the grand chorus of 1500 voices. 
The concert took place from the plat- 
form where the exercises of the after- 
noon were conducted. The east front 
of the capitol was beautifully lighted, 
and was a scene of the most pictur- 
esque character. The programme be- 
gan with the ringing of ‘America’ on 
the chime-bells. Then the Marine Band 
played an overture, after which a 
sung.. The pro- 
gramme Was a lengthy one and con- 
cluded with the “Star-spangled Ban- 
ner’’ by the chorus, the audience join- 
ing in the singing. 


CATHOLICS AND MASONS. 


Both Parties Withdraw from Participation in 
the Celebrations. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—(By the 
Associated Press.) As a consequence 
of some trouble between Catholic or- 
ganizations and the Masonic lodges, 
over the part to be taken in the cen- 
tennial celebration today by Cardinal 
Gibbons, both parties to the dispute 
withdrew entirely from participation. 
The absence of Masonic lodges from 
the parade this afternoon was particu- 
larly noticeable, inasmuch as the lay- 
ing of the corner-stone 100 years ago 
was solemnized under their auspices.

VIENNA, Set. 18.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) A newspaper published 
in Buda Pesth, Hungary, gives details 
of a plot to assassinate Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph of Austria-Hungary. The 
story is to the effect that a Roumanian 
boy overheard two men discussing the 
plot. They were arranging to have 
spikes removed from rails at a certain 
point on the road over which the Em- 
peror was to travel on his way to the 
army maneuvers, thus wrecking the 
train.

One the- 
ory of the police is that it was caused 
by the anti-Austrian preaching of a 
local pope of the village in Transyl- 
vania,. in which the boy and parents re- 
side, and where most of the inhabitants 
are Roumanians or- oppressed Mag- 
yars. Another theory is that it was 
the result of the agitation of young 
Czechs, who have worked up an anti- 
German feeling and spread revolution- 
ary ideas. 


A TOWN CAPTURED. 


The Maneuvers of the German Army 
Guens. 

GUENS, Sept. 18.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) The maneuvers of the 
German army began today in the pres- 
ence of a most brilliant gathering of 
notable personages. The meeting is an 
especially. important one, and will be 
conducted on a more extensive scale 
than even the recent great assemblage 
of German troops at Metz, which was 
given extra significance by the presence 
of the Italian crown prince as a special 
guest of Emperor William. The prin- 
cipal figures on the field today were 
the emperors of Austria and Germany. 
The Duke of Connaught and the King 
of Saxony watched the movements of 
the troops with the greatest interest. 

The town of Guens was captured to- 
day by a cavalry division of the south- 
ern army, which advanced from Styria 
and met a division of the northern 
army’s cavalry, consisting of 4000 horse 
and three batteries, a few miles south 
of Guens. The northern forces were at 
first successful, but were finally driven 
back by the infantry in the force, 
which accompanied the southern divi- 
sion of cavalry. Twenty thousand 
soldiers of the southern army  ad- 
vanced through Guens- this afternoon, 
and occupied villages situated a mile 
north of the town. 

The engagement of the rival cavalry 
forces was intensely exciting. Several 
serious accidents occurred to cavalry- 
men in the yarious charges, and a 
number’ of officers and men were 
thrown from their horses and trampled 
upon, 


STORMING A STRONGHOLD. 


An East African Fortress Attacked by German 
Colonial Forces. 

BERLIN, Sept. 18.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.)

A Disconsolate Lot of Dirty and 
Hungry People. 


Several Dead Bodies Found—Incoming Trains 
_ Loaded With Disgusted Settlers—Hot 
, Winds Scattering Sand — Rival 
Towns Ignored by Railroads.

. ARKANSAS CITY (Kan.,) Sept. 18.— 


boomers are returning by hundreds. 
There were at least ten men to every 
claim on the strip, and the consequence 
is there will be contests without num- 
ber, and there are reports of several 
murders having been committed on ac- 
count of them. Deaths by prairie fires 
are reported to be numerous. The 
strip was again visited by hot winds to- 
day. .The wind reached a velocity. of 
thirty-six miles an hour; it was laden 
with intense heat and sand, and made 
life a burden.

DISCOMFORT IN EXCESS. 


The Cherokee Strip and Surrounding Country 
Swept by Hot Winds. 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) Sept. 18.—(By 
the Associated Press.) Kansas and 
Oklahoma were swept today by another 
hot wind. The sky was obscured by 
clouds most of the day, but the tem- 
perature rose to 95 degrees in this city, 
and in various points in Kansas the 
thermometer recorded as high as 97 
and 98 d , late corn, already 
damaged by the long drouth, has been 
badly burned, and all vegetation is 
parched to a crisp.

With a fine 
command of force in his- drives and 
great facility in using winning and los- 
ing hazards, he rapidly drew ahead. 
A run of 117 in the twelfth inning was 
a fine example of delicate nursing and 
accurate position play. He missed a 
however, that Ives or 
Shaffer would not miss once in a thou- 
sand times. At the end of the four- 
teenth inning the score was: Roberts, 
364; Ives, 73. 

The Chicago boy’s turn came in the 
seventeenth inning. When he reached 
the corner, he clicked off 106. He 
turned the corner with one stroke, and 
got the balls on the long rail in perfect 
position. At 198 came a freeze, and 
Ives missed. In the thirtleth inning 
Ives won a big round of applause by 
jumping over the white and pocketing 
the red ball. It was the only way in 
which he could overcome a hard line 
break, and it was an extraordinary 
shot. At the close of the forty-fourth 
inning, Roberts was 257 points in the

There 
are not many left who will pay even 
that amount to go to Chicago, though 
some anxious ones are hoping that the 
rate will be slaughtered even more. 
It was said at the Santa Fe offices 
that the rate to go into effect today 
would simply meet that of the South- 
ern Padfic. The Southern Pacific's 
carrying the war into the South 
changed the Santa Fe’s proposed cam- 
paign. If the former road had been 
able to cut the rate from Southern 
California by the Ogden route the 
Santa Fe would have persisted in quot- 
ing a rate at least $4 lower than its 
rival’s. The refusal of connecting 
lines east of Ogden to pro rate on the 
cut spoiled that fight. The Santa Fe 
is so quiet over the matter now that it 
is considered to be but the calm that 
precedes a greater storm. That com- 
pany is not anxious to make east- 
bound rates too low, but wants to 
make a rate west-bound that will 
double the population of this Southern 
country. While the Southern Pacific 
will seek to carry the bulk of travel 
to San Francisco for the fair, the 
Santa Fe will try to bring the people 
to a section where they can ride on 
the Kite-shaped track any day in the

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


The Olive Oi!-Sardine Industry—The Wild 
Man at it Again. 

The olive-oil industry is firmly -estab- 
lished in_this county. Our magnificent 
exhibit at the World's Fair shows that 
we can produce a superior quality of 
the oil, and the large sale and foreign 
shipment proves our pickled olives to 
be of the very best kind. In connec. 
tion with the olive-oil industry, why 
would it not be feasible for some one 
to start a sardine cannery here? The 
sardines which at certain seasons of 
the year run in immense schools in the 
channel are of fine flavor and good 
size. When cooked in boiling oil, ag 
the imported sardines are, they cannot 
be told apart. Numerous ex periments 
and calculations have been made which 
demonsirate that not only could such 
an industry be established, but that it 
would be a very profitable one. These 
would also give employment to many 
laborers, not only in the factory itself, 
but also in catching the fish, and tn 
taking care of the new orchards which 
the increased demand for the olive oll 
would cause to be set out. The south- 
ern exposure of the Santa Barbara) 
coast is excellently adapted for olive- 
raising, and in the interior of the 
county, around Santa Ynez and Los 
Olivos (the olives,) are to be found al 
fine trees and well-dev eloped olives ag 
any exhibited at the World's Fair. 
The’ sardine-olive-oil combination 
certainly feasible. It only remains for 
some one to have the nerve and capital 
to start it up, and scores of people will 
be wondering why they didn’t think of 
it before.

Mr. Huntington, of the Southern 
Pacific Company, has given the pleas- 
ing assurance that his corporation 
intends to pay the back taxes which 
it owes to the State, and to some of 
the counties. Los Angeles is one of 
these counties. 

Coming from an ordinary individual, 
such a remark would not create any 
particular surprise. It would be taken 
more or less as a matter of course 
that the taxpayer would pay 
what he owed, or else would lose his 
property. With the Southern Pacific 
Company (of Kentucky) it is quite 
different, however. That institution, 
as we all know, is a law unto itself. 
When, therefore, it saw fit to refuse 
for so many years to pay the taxes 
that were assessed against it, the pres- 
ent generation of Californians evinced 
less surprise than they do now, when 
Mr. Huntington makes the announce- 
ment that his company will ‘“‘pungle 
up.”” 

It should be remembered that the 
courts and the Legislature have con- 
siderably scaled down the amounts 
payable by the great railroad corpora- 
tion. Also, that competition and 
independence are in the air. © These 
facts may account in some measure 
for the change of base on part of 
the railroad. The company’s tax 
agent says his company could beat the 
(reassessment) law in the courts, but 
that they will not try it. He adds 
that the Southern Pacific is tired of 
being the lower plank in political plat- 
forms and is anxious to effect a 
settlement. 

That the company could beat the 
law in the courts, few who have 
watched its career during the past 
quarter of a century will doubt. But 
possibly, this beating of the law, with 
all the procured corruption which it 
entails, has cost the company a good 
deal more than a compliance with the 
law would have cost it, in hard cash, 
not to mention the respect of the 
people. Possibly, a realization of this 
fact is beginning to dawn upon the 
heads of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. It is a great pity that they did 
not think of this before they began 
that career of wholesale debauchery of 
legislatures and corruption of courts 
which has made California politics a 
reproach throughout the land. Whether 
this deathbed repentance comes in 
time to insure forgiveness on part of 
the people remains to be seen. They 
will first want to be sure that the 
enemy has dropped his club, before 
they disarm themselves. 


Golden Sands. 

If it is true that the new invention 
of a San Francisco man will extract 
gold from black sand at a cost of only 
$1 a ton, California will soon again be- 
come a great gold-producing State. 
This black sand is found side by side 
with the ordinary: seashore sand all 
along this coast, from San Diego to 
Alaska, as well as in many other parts 
of the world, invariably, however, more 
or less close to the banks of large 
rivers, seas and oceans. The great 
difficulty has been to extract the gold. 
It exists in the most minute particles, 
varying in quantity from $2.50 to $30 
to the ton of sand. It is always asso- 
ciated with other minerals and metals, 
such as iron, and is all but invariably 
covered with a thin film of magnesium. 

The inventor, who has spent six 
years in study and $10,000 to perfect 
his discovery, claims that he has taken 
out from $5 to $10 a ton steadily at .a 
cost of about $1 a ton. He says that 
two men can easily handle $10 of sand 
@ day, and, as it is found in such great 
abundance, there is neither much la- 
bor nor cost in getting it. So many in- 
ventions of this character have been 
tried and have proven failures. that 
further evidence of the efficacy of the 
present plan would be required before 
much confidence will be reposed in it. 
if, however, the invention will do what 
is claimed for it, there would be a fine 
*chance for a few companies to organ- 
ize to put 10,000 of our unemployed 
men at work along the sea beach. 


Us at the Fair. 

It seems to be generally admitted by 
those who have visited Chicago that, as 
far as the California display is con- 
cerned, whether in the State or. the 
Horticultural building, it is a case of 
Bouthern California first, and the rest 
nowhere. This is the more compli- 
mentary, because of the $300,000 which 
the State had to expend at the World's 
Fair, the southern counties only re- 
ceived about $4000. 

Again, Southern California, through 
its World's Fair Association, recently 
published a pamphlet for distribution 
at the Fair, costing $8000, the greater 
part of which was covered by advertise- 
ments from local business men. The 
Btate also recently published a. pam- 
phiet, for which the Legislature voted 
the large sum of $25,000. Here is what an 
unprejudiced and disinterested jour- 
nal—the Irrigation Age, published at 
Denver—has to say in regard to these 
publications: 

“Qalifernia distributes two books. 
One of them is a gem; the other, a 
laughing ‘stock. The successful book 
is iasued by Southern California, which 
is the trrigation portion’ of the Golden 
State. This book, published under the 

perviaion of the enterprising Cham- 

of Commerce of Los Angeles, was 
written by Harry Ellington Brook. It 
covers the wide range of industrial in- 
Serests in that portion of the State, 
illustrated. 
California book is sup- 


posed to cover the State as a whole. It 
is issued under the patronage of the 
Jovernor. Its most striking feature is 
a map which apparently antedates the 
discovery of gold. That ambitious 
project, the mountain railroad at Pasa- 
dena, is completely eclipsed in this map 
by a transcontinental railroad running 
along the top of the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. Some of stations 
along this extraordinary line must an- 
tedate the appearance of the mission 
fathers, since they. are not among the 
recollections of. the oldest living inhab- 
itants.”’ 


In spite of some shortcomings, South- 
ern California certainly has reason to 
be proud of its share in the display at 
the World's Fair. Our reward will not 
be long in coming. In fact, settlers 
are already arriving here, who have 
been attracted by the exhibition of our 
products at Chicago, and the descrip- 
tive literature which has been distrib- 
uted theré. 


While the matters of the street de- 
partment are being ‘put under “the 
fierce white light that beats upon a 
throne,”’ it might not be amiss to de- 
vote a little attention to the matter of 
sending a gang of three or four men 
out to clean up the streets with a boss 
who sits under the shade of an adja- 
cent tree and pays his respects to a 
morning newspaper and his fragrant 
havana. It would seem barely possi- 
ble to put a man in charge of such 
small gangs of workmen, who would 
not only see that the other men did 
their duty, but also put in time with a 
shovel himself. Whatever . money is 
spent on the streets should be paid to 
the men who actually do the work and 
not to indolent bosses of the gang ar- 
rayed in boiled shirts and immaculate 
cravats. While other people are econ- 
omizing it would be well for the street 
department to practice the habit a 
trifle by cutting off such embellish- 
ments as are referred to above, and 
which are so common about town as to 
be the subject of criticism by people 
who pay taxes. 


Cordely & Co. of Boston have issued 
a circular which is as liberally punctu- 
ated with italics and capitals as a 
young lady’s: letter. The circular closes 
with the following almost hysterical 
appeal: 

“Let it be kept clearly in mind that 
establishment of any ratio, without in- 
ternaticnal agreement, is, as well as 
‘free coinage,’ a silver monometallist 
device, and will put the country on a 
Silver basis, with consequent inflation 
and depreciation. Unflinching firmness, 
repudiation of the temptation to renew 
the bargain, in any form, with silver 
production, coupled with wise action 
in harmony with the honest national 
demand for genuine bimetallism—wilt 
speedily crown with victory the grand 
uprising in favor of honest money and 
honest business,, common y called— 
when destruction of fafse representa- 
tive values is looked at instead of the 
cause of the havoc—the panic. Any 
form of ‘compromise’ will continue the: 
menace to public credit, carried in sil- 


ver purchase, and chill reviving con- 
fidence.”’ 


The sympathies of the whole land 
should go out to fire-scourged and 
flame-swept Wisconsin. At this season 
of the year, close upon the opening of 
winter, which is often marked in that 
section with extreme severity of cold, 
it is no light thing to be left homeless 
and without shelter. Add to this the 
loss of life which has ensued, the fam. 
ily ties that have been broken, and, in 
some instances, whole families swept 
out of existence, and this great confla- 
gration is one of the most appalling 
cahmities in the history of the nation. 
Two hundred square miles in the grasp 
of the flames, which are eating up 
whole towns and cities and hamlets, 
and swallowing at a single breath the 
isolated homes within its area. It isa 
difficult matter for those at a distance 
to conceive the awfulness of the situa- 
tion. But humanity everywhere. 
throughout the country should bé ready 
to help and succor. 


The New York World has been “‘*fig- 
gering’’ on the Sherman act repeal vote 
and arrives at the conclusion that the 
majority of the Congressmen from 
twenty-three States, representing a .to- 
tal population of 41,595,573, voted for 
repeal. A majority of those from eight. 
een States, with a total population of 
18,462,126, voted against repeal. The 
members from three States, with a 
total population of 939,699, were evenly 
divided. The popular vote for repeal 
was 11,744,833; against repeal, 4,988,112. 
On the basis of property values there 
was $34,763,000,000 for repeal and $8,555,- 
000,000 against repeal. Bank capital for 
repeal, $5,394,500,000; against repeal, 
$946,500,000. 


The New York Medical Record urges 
the disuse altogether of unsterilized 
cow's milk as foe@fl for young children, 
insisting that more harm than g00a 
comes from such food.

STAMPS PAID HIS WAY. 


Troubles of the Liberian Commissioner to 
the World's Fair. 

When Liberia appointed Prof. Alfred 
Benedict King as librarian Commis- 
sioner to the World’s Fair there was 
no money in the treasury to pay his 
expenses. It looked as though at one 
time Prof. King would be unable to 
Start, but finally he suggested postage 
stamps. 

An appropriation was voted of $5000 
worth of unused stamps, including a 
choice assortment of all values, and 
the stamps intrusted to Mr. King. 
Thus, without draining the country of 
cash, the World’s Fair expense prob- 
lem was satisfactorily solved. ee 

Prof. King accordingly set out for 
America. He went to Philadelphia to 
meet the Liberian Consul there, Will- 
iam FE. Rothery, who was made a 
joint commissioner. 

Mr. King’s idea was to dispose of his 
supply of stamps to dealers or col- 
lectors at -their face value. He goon 
found that it was not as easy as was 
expected to convert the prettily en- 
graved Liberian stamps into United 
States greenbacks, and many weary 
days were spent in fruitless endeavors 
to place them. 

The dealers had some on hand and 
the demand was not great enough to 
induce them to purchase an extra large 
supply, 

As the dealers in Philadelphia 
wouldn’t take the stamps Mr. King 
turned toward the New York dealers. 

Several were applied to in vain, and 
the World’s Fair commissioner began 
to think he had almost as big an 
elephant on his hands as the one de- 
picted on the 4-cent Liberian stamp. 

One firm at last consented to relieve 
the commissioner, and made an ad- 
vance of $2000 to him. 

The postage stamps used for this 
novel purpose are now on sale ina 
Twenty-third-street shop. They come 
from a London bank-note company, 
and are very handsomely graved 
and artistic in design. 

The set includes twelve varieties of 
these values—l, 2, 4, 6, 8, 12, 16, 24, and 
32 cents; $1, $2, and $5. They are of the 
1892 issue, when the Liberian Presi- 
dent was J. Hillary Johnson, whose 
picture figures on the 8-cent and $5 
stamps.

THE HIGHBINDERS 


Are Included in the Term 
‘‘Chinese Laborers.”’ 


Judge Ross’s Clear Decision on 
the Subject. 


His Opinion Based on the High- 
est Authorities. 


Dist.-Atty. Denis Says the Policy of His 
Office Hereafter Will Be to Limit 
Arrests to the. Crim- 

inal Classes. 


Judge Ross of the question whether a 
Chinese gambler was a laborer under 
the exclusion act was rendered yester- 
day. 

Quite a crowd turned up-in the morn- 
ing, but it was not until the afternoon 
session that the opinion was handed 
down. Promptly at two o'clock the 
court was opened, and Judge Ross im- 
mediately began to read from type 
written manuscript the following: 

THE OPINION. 

The complaint in this case. charges 
the defendant with a viviation of the 
sixth section of the act of Congress of 
May 5, 1892, commonly called the Geary 
act. It alleges that the defendant was 
at the time of the passage of the act 
a Chinese laborer within the limits of 
the United States and entitled to re- 
main therein, and that he failed to 
procure the certificate of residence re- 
quired by its sixth section of all such 
resident Chines laborers, and that he 
was found after one year from its pas- 
sage without such certificate jwithin 


the jurisdiction of the Wnited States, 
and within this judicial) district 
The evidence in ste case clearly 


shows that the defendant is, and has 
been for several years last past, a 
gambler, engaged in conducting games 
of chance in this city. In other cases 
submitted with the present. one the 
evidence shows that the defendants, 
in addition to being gamblers, belong 
to the criminal class commonly called 
“‘highbinders.”” The sixth section of 
the act in question; applies alone to 
“Chinese laborers within the limits of 
the United States at the time of the 
passage of this act, and who are en- 
titled to remain in the United States.” 

The question to be determined is: 
What is the trué cofistruction of the 
words ‘‘Chinese laborer’’ as here used 
by Congress? Etymologically, a laborer 
is one who labors. In that broad sense 
a practicing physician is a laborer, and 
a hard one, too. So, also, is the prac- 
ticing lawyer. In that sense the pro- 
fessional journalist is a laborer, as is, 
also, every minister of the gospel. In 
the same sense every. merchant is a 
laborer. But in neither speech -nor 
writing is such the common or or- 
dinary acceptance of the term “‘la- 
Worcester thus defines it: 
“One who labors;; one regularly em- 
ployed at some hard work; a woark- 
man; an operative—often used of one 
who gets a livelihood at coarse man- 
ual labor as distinguished from an ar- 
tisan or professional--man.”.~And the 
definition given by Webster is to the 

Neither of these Gonsiderations fur- 
nishes, in my opinion, a true solution 
of the question. Undoubtedly a gam- 
bler is not a laborer in the ordinary 
and popular meaning of that term: 
nor is a ‘“thighb whose avoca- 
tion is understood to be the commis- 
sion of any and every species of crime. 
In the act in question Congress did 
not define the terms “Chinese labor- 
ers’’ as employed by it. To ascertain 
the true meaning of the words so used 
the purpose of the act must be consid- 
ered. As its sixth... eviding, 
as it does, for the expulsion from this 
country of all Chinese laborers within 
it at. the time of the passage of 
the act who should fail to comply 
with its. provisions, ther they 
came here at the invitation of our 
government or otherwise, in its string- 
ency went far beyond the proyisions 
of the existing treaties between the 
two countries, it would .be altogether 
unreasonable to hold that the words 
“Chinese laborers” in that very section 
of the act were used.in any narrower 
sense than were the same words in the 
treaty under which Congress was ‘leg- 
islating. It is pertinent and important, 
therefore, to inquire what is the scope 
of those words in that treaty. 

Under the treaty of 1868; known as 
the Burlingame treaty, as construed 
in practice, the Chinese had the abso- 
lute right to come in any. numbers to 
the United States. The trouble caused 
by the influx of them induced the 
United States government to ask, 
through a commission ‘GoOmposed@ of 
Messrs. James B. Angell, John F. 
Swift and William Henry Trescot, that 
the Chinese government consent to 
such a modification of the Burlingame 
treaty as would enablé it, without 
raising unpleasant questions of treaty 
construction, to regulate,’ limit, sus- 
pend, or prohibit Chinese immigration. 

Commissioners on the part of China 
were also. appointed, and after the 
necessary preliminary negotiations the 
United States commissioners made to 
the Chinese commissioners the follow- 
ing proposition: 

“To indicate more precisely the 
wishes of the United States, we sug- 
gest the following proposition for the 
of the Chinese govern- 
ment: 

“Article 1. The United States of 
America and the Emperor of China 
recognize the mutual benefit which re- 
sults from the proper intercourse of 
the citizens and subjects of all na- 
tions, and, in order to encourage such 
intercourse between the.two countries, 
agree that citizens of the United States 
visiting or residing in China and sub- 
jects of China visiting. or-résiding in 
the United States for the purpose of 
trade, travel or temporary. residence, 
for the prosecution of teathing, study 
or curiosity, shall enjoy in the respec: 
tive countries all the rights, privileges, 
immunities and exemptions which a 
granted by either country to the cifi- 
zens and subjects of the most favored 
nations. 

“Art. 2. Whenever, in the opini 
the government of the United StAtes, 
the coming of Chinese laborers tp the 
United States or their residence fhere- 
in affects, or threateng to aff 
interest of that country, or to enflanger 
the good order of the sai@ country, or 


of any locality within. the_ tefritory 
thereof, the government of the [United 
States may regulate, limit, spend, 


or prohibit such coming or. rq@idence, 
after giving timely notice of sufh regu- 
lation, limitation, sus sion/ or pro- 
hibition to the government 
and the words ‘Chinese Jabgrers’ are 
herein used to signify alf i 


other than that for teachjng, trade, 
travel, study and curiosi ereinbe- 
fore referred to and. authorized and 
provided for in existing/ treaties. 


“Art. 3. But it is distinctly under- 
stood betweén the contyaéting parties 
that all Chinese subjegts who, under 
the faith of existing /treaties, have 
gone into or are now /residing in the 
United States, shall bé guarant all 


the protection, rights, immunit and 
exemptions to which they-are pow 
titled under the provjsion/of said 
treaties.” (Foreign Relation of the 
United States, 1881, e 177 

On the 224 of October, 1889, the Chi- 


hese commissioners submitfed to the 
commissioners of the Unit 
memorandum in reply, whi 
it refers to article 2 6f the proposi- 
tion of “the United States commis- 
sioners, is as follows: 
“Section 2 declare@ are 
difficulties growing ‘ofthe e bes 
tion of Chinese laborers to the /Unit 
States, and explaing.@that the words 
‘Chinese laborers’ are“jsed to include

The anxiously-awaited dectsion “by 


trade, travel and curiosity. The sepa- 
ration of this class from the mass of 
the subjects of China is not in strict 
accord with the spirit of our treaties, 
and in practical operation would meet 
with many difficulties, But, bearing in 
mind the deep friendship between the 
two governments, in: the event of em- 
barrassments on either ‘part, a solu- 
tion must be sought in a spirit of 
mutual concession.”’ (Id., page 178.) 

At a conference of the commissioners 
of the two countries held October 23, 
1880, the Chinese commissioners. sub- 
mitted to the United States commis- 
sioners the project of a treaty, article 
2 of which was in these words: — 

“Chinese who may be desirous of 
proceeding to any other -part of the 
United States for purposes of labor, 
excepting only the State of California, 
shall be allowed td go of their own 
free will and accord; persons of all 
other classes, with the exception of 
actual Chinese laborers, whose im- 
migration into California will be tem- 
porarily regulated and limited by the 
United States, whether proceeding to 
California as teachers, students, travel- 
ers, traders, or artisans, as well as all 
| Chinese laborers now im the State, 
will be allowed to go and come with 
entire freedom, and will not be in- 
cluded in the limiting regulations.’ 
(Id., page 186.) 

In reporting that conference to the 
Secretary of State, Mr. Evarts, the 
United States comnnissioner, under 
date of November 3, 1880, said, among 
other things, that the proposition, be- 
ing in Chinese, ‘‘We could only gather 
its general purport from a rapid trans- 
lation by Mr. Holcombe. Mr. Trescot, 
on behalf of the commissioners, in- 
formed the Chinese commissioners that 
we would take it into consideration, 
but that we qould and ought to say 
at once that there were some points 
which were inadmissible, and could 
not be received by us even for con- 
sideration. The first was the limita- 
tion of the provision of the treaty to 
Chinese immigration into California. 
To this the Chinese commissioners re- 
plied that such was not their intention, 
but as they had been led to suppose 
from all they heard, that objection to 
such immigration existed chiefly, if 
not only, in California, they had sug- 


cussion might lead to a better under- 
standing. ... 

“Another point was the exclusion of 
‘artisans’ from the class of Chinese 
labor whose immigration was forbid- 
den by the proposed provisions. In 
reference to this Mr. Trescot stated 
that it was an inadmissable limitation 
upon that definition of Chinese labor 
which had been suggested by the 
United States commissioners. 

“It was deemed best by the United 
States commissioners,’’ continues the 
report, ‘“‘not to do moreat this interview 
than signify their great disappointment 
at the scope and tenor of the Chinese 
) project, and to reserve a full review of 
its provisions until it had been trans- 
lated.”” (Id., p. 182.) 

Subsequently the United States com- 
missioners submitted to the Chinese 
commissioners a counter-project, articles 
1 and 2 of which are as follows: 

“Article 1. Whenever, in the opinion 
of the United States, the coming of Chi- 
‘nese laborers to the United States, or 
there residence therein, affects or 
threatens to affect the interest of that 
country or endanger the good order of 
the said country, or of any locality 
within the territory thereof, the gov- 
ernment of the United States may reg- 
ulate, limit, or suspend such coming or 
residence, and the words ‘Chinese la- 
borers’ are heréin used to signify .all 
immigration other than that for teach- 
ing, trade, travel, study and curiosity. 

“Art. 2. Chinese subjects, whether 
proceeding to the United’ States for 
purposes of teaching, study, travel, cu- 
riosity or trade, with their body-ser- 
vants, shall be allowed to go and come 
with entire freedom,”’ (Id.. page 187. 

The United States commissipners ac- 

companied this last proposition with a 
memorandum, in which they said, 
among other things: 
» “The United States commissioners 
feel it their duty to insist upon their 
definition of Chinese laborers,  viz.: 
‘The words Chinese laborers are herein 
used to signify all immigration other 
than that for teaching, trade, travel, 
study and curiosity, hereinbefore re- 
ferred to and provided for in existing 
treaties.” They cannot consent that ar- 
tisans shall be excluded from the class 
of Chinese laborers, for it is this very 
competition of skilled labor in the cit- 
ies where the Chinese labor immigra- 
tion concentrates which has caused the 
embarrassment and popular discontent 
they wish to avoid. But they are will- 
ing to adopt an article providing that 
the classes who are authorized to 
come to and reside in the United States 
shall bring the servants who are neces- 
sary to their convenience.”’ (Id., page 
188.) 

The respective commissioners subse- 
quently agreed upon a treaty, which 
was afterward signed and ratified by 
the respective governments, the arti- 
cles of which relating to the question 
under consideration being as follows: 

“Article 1. Whenever, in the opinion 
of the government of the United States, 
the coming of Chinese laborers to the 
United States, or their residence 
therein, affects, or threatens to affect, 
the interests of that country, or to en- 


try, or of any locality within the terri- 
tory thereof, the government of China 
agrees that the government of the 
United States may regulate, limit or 
suspend, such coming or residence; but 
may not absolutely prohibit it. The 
limitation or suspension shall be rea- 
sonable, and shall apply only to Chi- 
nese who may g0 to the United 
States as laborers, other classes not 
being included in the limitations. Leg- 
islation taken in regard to Chinese la- 
borers will be of such a character only 
as is necessary to enforce the regula- 
tion, imitation, or suspension of immi- 
gration, and immigrants shall not be 
subject to personal maltreatment or 
abuse. ° 

“Art. 2. Chinese subjects, whether 
proceeding to the United. States as 
teachers, students, merchants, or from 
curiosity, together with their body and 
household servants, and Chinese la- 
borers who are now in the United 
States, shall be allowed to go and 
come of their own free will and ac- 
cord, and shall be accorded all the 
rights, privileges, immunities and ex- 
emptions which are accorded to the 
citizens and subjects of.the most fa- 
vored nation.”” (Treaties and Conven- 
tions, 1776-1887, page 182.) 

The United States commissioners, in 
communicating, under date of Novem- 
ber 6, 1880, to the Secretary of State, 
Mr. Evarts, their agreement with the 
Chinese commissioners, said, among 
other things: 


‘“‘We desired, as you will see by the 
precis of the negotiations, to define 
with more precision exactly what all 
ij the negotiators on both sides under- 
stood by ‘Chinese laborers,’ but the 
Chinese government was very unwill- 
ing to be more precise than the abso- 
lute necessity called for, and they 
claimed that in article 2 they did by 
exclusion provide that nobody should 
be entitled to claim the benefit of the 
general provisions of the Burlingame 
treaty but those who went to the 
United States for the purpose of teach- 
ing, study, mercantile’ transactions, 
travel or curiosity. We have no doubt 
that an act of Congress excluding all 
but these classes, using the words of 
the treaty, would be fully warranted 
by its provisions, and as this was a 
clear and sufficient modification of the 
sixth article of the Burlingame treaty, 
we do not feel authorized to risk such 
a concession by insisting upon lan- 
guage which would really mean no 
more and which was entirely unaccept- 
able to the Chinese commissioners. 
There is not in the treaty any lan- 
guage which modifies this concession. 
and there is not, as we think, the 
sightest intention on the part of the 
Chinese commigsioners to diminish. the 
full force of the discretior given to the 
United States.”” (id. page 189.) 

As finally drafted and a upon 
the words ‘‘Chinese laborers’”’ were not 
defined, and so their true meaning in 
the treaty, as in the statute, is. a mat-

The history of the negotiations, as 
already detailed, leading up to the 
making of the treaty, clearly shows 
that throughout them the United 
States commissioners insisted that the 
words “Chinese laborers’’ should in- 
clude all immigration other than that 
for teaching, trade, travel, study and 
curtosity. The first proposal on the 
part of the United States commission- 
ers so to define them in the treaty it- 
self met on the part of the Chinese 
commissioners not a refusal, but this 
response: ‘The separation of this class 
from the mass of the subjects of China 
in this manner is not in ‘strict accord 
with the spirit of our 
‘and practical operation would 
meet. with many § difficulties. But 
bearing in mind the deep friendship 
between the two nations, in the event 
of embarrassments on either part, a 
solution must be sought in a sptrit of 
mutual concession.’’ This was followed 
by a proposal on the part of the Chi- 
nese commissioners of articles in which 


the rd “actual’’ was inserted im- 
mediately before the words ‘Chinese 
laborers,”” and inserting the word 


“artisans’’ among. the privileged classes. 
These suggestions met with distinct 
refusals on the part of the United 
States commissioners, and both of those 
words were omitted from the treaty as 
finally agreed upon, signed and ratified. 
Their insertion would have given the 
words ‘“‘Chinese laborers’’ the ordinary 
and poular meaning of laborers as de- 
fined by the: lexicographers, towit, 
those engaged in hard, manual. work. 
Their omission under the circum- 
stances stated clearly shows that it 
was intended that they should have a 
broader meaning. Moreover, had the 
intention been to confine the words 
‘“‘Chinese laborers’’ to those engaged in 
hard, manual work, the _ inhibition 
would have applied to none other, and 
there would have been no occasion to 
make a specific provision, as was done 
by article 2, for the coming to this 
country of teachers, students, mer- 
chants, or those for curiosity, together 
with their body and househdid servants. 
There was, therefore, good ground for 
the claim, reported by the United 
States commissioners to have been 
made by the Chinese commissioners,

to the effect that article 2 of the

The Commissioner Wants 
Further Orders.. 


How the Cable Property Should 
Be Sold. 


A Question Raised Regarding the Re- 
ceiver’s Certificates. 


City Bank Officials to Appear for Arraignment 
. ©n September 2g—Divorces Granted by 
the Supsrior Jud res —Court 
Notes—The Calendar. 


When Judge Van Dyke convened 
court yesterday afternoon, in Depart- 
ment Four, the space inside the rail 
was filled with attorneys, nearly all of 
whom represented the parties in inter- 
est to the case of the Illinois Trust and 
Savings Bank vs. the Pacific Railway 
Company. The legal gentlemen had 
gathered in response to a notice re- 
quiring their presence in court at the 
hearing of the petition of Commissioner 
Thomas, who was appointed to make 
the sale of the cable property, asking 
for further instructions regarding the 
matter. 

When the news that a hearing was to 
be had was given out on Sunday, all 
sorts of baseless rumors about the re- 
ceivership and foreclosure proceedings 
were set afloat, all of which were ut- 
terly without foundation. 

Mr. Thomas, in order to make doubly 
sure of his ground and settle beyond a 


doubt by order of court several points | 


arising through the different unéder- 
standing of the various counsel, made 
the application for instructions yester- 
day. At that time Judge Van Dyke was 
not prepared to take up the matter, 
owing to otgrer causes which were pend- 
ing and set for trial, so, after the peti- 
tion had been read, he ordered that 
hearing be postponed until this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. 

The substance of the petition pre- 
sented by Commissioner 
follows: 

“The petitioner is informed, and be- 
lieves, that, when the deeree of fore- 
closure in this order was made and 
signed, there were pending in the Su- 
preme Court certain appeals from the 
Superior Court from the orders of said 
court authorizing and directing the is- 
suance and payment of all of the re- 
ceiver’s certificates declared to be a 
lien upon said mortgaged property. 

“That the decree of foreclosure pro- 
vides that, as to all certificates men- 
tioned in said decree concerning which 
appeals had been taken, or were pend- 
ing, the sale should be made subject to 
the lien of said certificates, and the 
purchaser of the mortgaged property 
should pay the same in the event that 
they are finally held to be valid. 

“That he is informed, and believes, 
that, since the making of said decree,

orders have been finally dismissed by 
the Supreme Court, and are no longer 
pending.

“That a writ of enforcement upon 
the decree has been issued to the peti- 
tioner directing him to sell said mort- 
gaged property and apply the proceeds 
thereof, as directed by said decree, and 
that October 4 is fixed for the sale of 
said mortgaged property. 

“That controversies have arisen and 
now exist as to the proper construc- 
tion of said decree of foreclosure as far 
as it ref to the sale of the mortgaged 
property subject to the lien of said cer- 
tifictates and the application of ‘the pro- 
ceeds of the Sale, to be made by him to 
the payment thereof; «: to the powers 
and duties of the commissioner in the 
premises, and as to the legal effect of 
said appeal from the part of the decree 
of foreclosure before mentioned. It is 
contended by the holders of the receiv- 
er’s certificates that the decree makes 
it the duty of the commissioner to sell 
the mortgaged property for the pay- 
ment of the certificates; and by the 
other parties to the action it is con- 
tended that the property must be sold 
subject to the lien of the certificates, 
whether appeals are asnding or not, 
and that the certificates must be paid 
by the purchasers, and not otherwise. 

‘The’ holders of the certificates fur- 
ther claim that the appeal taken from 
that part of the decree declaring said 
certificates a lien, etc., does not stay 
the proceedings as to the enforcing of 
the payment of said certificates. While 
the other parties to said action claim 
that said appeal, as taken, operates as 
su eas and stays all proceed- 
ings as to said certificates, except that 
the mortgaged property must be sold 
subject to the lien, should the certifi- 
cates be finally adjudged to be a lien. 

“The petitioner states that some of 
the questions arising are judicial, and 
not within his power or duty to deter- 
mine; as to other matters, he is in 
doubt as to how said decree is to be 
construed, and he is not gertain as to 
what is his duty in the premises, except 
to apply to the court for further di- 
rection.”’

Trustee Clark reported that work 
looking to the paving of Colorado street 
had been begun between Fair Oaks 
avenue and Delacy street. 

M. H. Wedght “was appointed in- 
spector of street paving at a salary of 
$3.50 per day. | 

City Marshal Buchanan was empow- 
ered to appoint a day policeman (sub- 
ject to the approval of the board) at 
a salary of $50 a month. 

Capt. C. M. Simpson addressed the 


‘board relative to the bad condition of 


certain crossings on North Marengo 
avenue, particularly the Santa Fe 


‘Railroad crossing. The gutter at the 
intersection of Marengo avenue and 


Pearl street was also referred to as de- 


‘ynanding attention. The Street Super- 


intendent was instructed to notify the 
railway company to lay proper cul- 
verts at the intersection of Marengo 


“avenue and the track. 

- A resolution was adopted ordering T. 
' §. C. Lowe, owner of the street rail- 
‘way between the west line of Delacy 
treet and 


the west line of Fair 
Oaks avenue, to pave between the 


-track and on two feet each side there- 


of, in accordance with specifications 
provided for -paving the remainder of 
the street. Seventy days from Sep- 
‘tember 14 was given within which to 


complete the work. 
Resolutions to the same effect. with 
‘reference to the Colorado Street Rail- 


way Company’s tracks between — the 
east line of Fair Oaks and the west 
line of Raymond, and to the tracks of 
the other companies crossing Colo- 
rado on- Fair Oaks and Raymond, were 
presented,~but action was deferred, 
pending an effort to have the tracks 
placed in the middle of the street. 

Resolutions of intention were passed 
to pave the intersections of Colorado 
street with Raymond and Fair Oaks 
avenues, which work is not provided 
for in the specifications. 

The matter of the proposed electric 


gtreet railway franchise was discussed, 


but no action was taken. 
A lengthy communication was read 
Frank Walker, manager of the 


Perine Paving Company of San Fran- 


cisco, with reference 
which Mr. Walker 
holds Megally, this being the amount 
forfeited by that company when it re- 
fused to sign the contract for paving 
Raymond and Fair Oaks avenues. Mr. 
Walker’s communication was accom- 
panied by the opinion of his attorneys

“‘It is not true, as has been sug- 
gested in some quarters, that the reas- 
sesstnent law will bring any of the 
counties in debt to the company. Dur- 
ing some of the years for which the 
reassessment is authorized, we paid 
many of the counties in full on exces- 
sive valuations. It may be, under the 
reassessment, that some of those years 
will show an excess of taxes paid by 
us. In such case, that excess, we think, 
should be placed to our credit on some 
other year when we may be short. 

***In the twenty-fourth Northwestern 
Reporter, page 947, wil be found a de- 
cision of the United States Supreme 
Court in which it is held that where 
payment of taxes has been made, reas- 
sessment taxation cannot be enforced 
until the amount so paid has been re- 
turned to the taxpayer. 

““In our case such course can be 
obviated by crediting our overpayments 
to years where we may have run under 
the amount due. This plan is fully in- 
dorsed by and intended to be so ope- 
rative under the reassessment act. 
When we overpaid it was because the 
property was assessed for more than it 
ought to have been assessed, as is 
‘tacitly admitted by the reassessment. 

““The Southern Pacific feels that the 
reassessment is fairly reasonable, and 
will accept that as a basis of settle- 
ment: It would probably pay any way, 
if too much _ injustice were not at- 
tempted, for the purpose of retiring the 
— question from public discus- 
sion. 

“*There_is no question in my mind 
but that the Federal franchises were 
assessed as elements of value to both 
the Central Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific railroads, no matter what is said 
to the contrary, from 1880 to 1887 inclu- 
sive. After the decision of the United 
States Supreme Court, in 1887, these 
Mederal franchises were eliminated 
from the assessment list, leaving such 
ciements of value as ought to have 
been assessed. The representatives of 
the company held that the Federal 
Tranchises ought not to have been as- 
sessed. In this they have been sus- 
tained by the highest court in the land 
and by the State authorities. That is 
why the company is ready to make the 
sottlement on the basis offered by the 
State and counties.’ 

“‘Atty.-Gen. Hart yesterday he 
was glad to learn that the Southern 
Pacific Company has decided to quit 
fighting against the back taxes. ‘This 
will dispose of all the years except 1886 
and 1887," said the Attorney-General. 
‘The taxes for 1886 will be reassessed 
mext year. The 1887 taxes are before 
the Supreme Court. If the assessment 
is declared valid the company will be 
required to pay; if illegal the next Leg- 
islature will provide for a reassess- 
ment, and when that is paid the trouble 
will be over.’ ”’

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
contractor grading Alameda street be 
required to lay the pipe of the zanja 
crossing the street, and that the city 
furnish the cement pipe, as done in 
other cases where the zanja is fiumed 
across the street. Adopted. 

STEWART’S DEFALCATION. 

J. Marion Brooks, Esq., appeared be- 
fore the Council and read the following 
communication from the Street Super- 
intendent: 

“TI regret to report that my chief dep- 
uty has been absent from the _ city 
since last Friday, with no clew what- 
ever to his whereabouts. There is an 
apparent shortage in the funds of the 
office of about $1700. I can only say, 
that, should this prove a defalcation, as 
I now fear, the sum will be immediately 
made good by myself.’’ 

Mr. Brooks stated that he understood 
that it had been reported that he rec- 
ommended Mr. Stewart to the position. 
,In reference to this, he wished to say 
that Mr. Stewart was from one’of the 
best families, and had come with the 
best of recommendations. He (Brooks) 
investigated as to Mr. Stewart’s char- 
acter, and satisfied himself as to the 
young man's standing. He believed 
that Mr. Stewart was honest when he 
came into the office, and his efficiency 
had been well proven. His honesty, 
however, had fajled. He had been led 
into bad associations, and had brought 
this disgrace upon himself and his 
friends. 

Councilman Munson said that he also 
wished to make a statement at this 
time. He had seen it stated in a morn- 
fing paper that in the rifled safe had 
been found an empty envelope marked 
*‘Munson, $25.’’ Since that time a large 
numer of persons had asked him if he 
had been having some transactions with 
the Street Superintendent’s office. He 
desired to have it understood that the 
‘‘Munson”’ referred to was the con- 
tractor, C. F. Munson, who had made a 
deposit in connection with his contract 
‘tor work on Georgia Bell street. 

ORDINANCES AND MOTIONS. 

An ordinance of intention for grad- 
ing, graveling and cement curbing 
Twelfth street, between Olive and Hill 
streets, was passed. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
recommended, among other things, the 
acceptance of the new fire engine, and 
the approval of a demand for the same, 
the demand to be paid as soon as suffi- 
cient taxes have been collected.
